Youth of 
the future will govern the world; the mothers of these children 
will be, for the most part, responsible for their practical social edu- 
cation.

By suitable ap- 
plication through education, these native potentialities can be- 
come things of value through the ever-necessary sacrifice and 
perseverance. 

At the present we need labor at home and in the armed for- 
ces, hence the first question. However, there are citizens capable 
of this employment not of college age. They can, and must, do 
the work. 

The vitality and future progress of our country and the 
world lie in the hands of the present youth. They cannot govern 
themselves or others if they are intellectually deficient or bound 
by a limited scope of thought directed to the familiar personal 
things. t 

Blinded by a false sense of patroitism now, we must not 
sacrifice our future welfare by thrusting aside education. We can 
survey the first problem calmly. We can weigh the values to be 
aimed at now or in the future. We can sensibly decide, ‘‘Shall 
I Go to College”, with the only answer of YES.
